the White Counties.

He Charges His Defeat to the Fraud 
of His Opponents. 


A CAUCUS OF KOLBITES CALLED 


Something Is in the Wind, but It May Be 
Nothing Much—Defeat Still Goes 
Hard with the Captain. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 7.—(Special.)— 
Alabama has gone democratic by some 25,- 
00 majority. 

‘The democrats have positively sixty-one 
of the 100 members of the lower house and 
almost all of the senate. Yesterday’s elec- | 
tien proved a perfect landslide toward the 
party of our fathers. And the democracy has 
a stronger pull in the legislature than at 
any time since 1888, 

The democrats are wild with delight over 
the results. Almost all the counties report- 
ed with pleasant surprises and the most 
gratifying part of it all is that the gains 
have been honest ones, and if the opposition 
has made any complaint. of fraud it has 
not been communicated to their leaders 
here. 

The following are among the largest gains 
for the democrets over the 1892 election: 

In Barbour, 1,489; Crenshaw, 759; Lamar, 
1,116; Lauderdale, 641; Lawrence, 885; Lime- 
stone, 1473; Macon, 1,677; Madison, 1,741; 
Sumter, 1.027, and Tallapoosa, 1,852. 

The following are the counties in which 
the democrats lost most héavily: Conécuh, + 
701; Jackson, 686; Jefferson about 3,300; Per- 
ry, 1,020; St. Clair, 621, and Talladega, 598. 

The opposition ticket carried Crenshaw by 
only 18 votes and they carried Clay by only } 
4, their legislative nominee, J. C. Manning, 
being elected by only 11 majority. Henry, 
Colonel Oates’s home county, which gave 
Kolb 3,196 votes in a total of 4,691 two years 
ago, gave its distinguished democratic son 
yesterday a majority of more than 500. Ab- 
beville, Colonel Oates’s home beat, voted 
20 for Oates and 8&2 for Kolb. Oates made 
a gain of about 2,000 in Henry county. In 
the joint debate near Athens last month, 
Kolb taunted Oates with the prophecy that 
he, Kolb, would carry Oates’s county by 
1,50 majority and would even carry the one- 
armed hero’s beat, neither of which he 
did. 

Koll’s Home County. 

Eufaula, Barbour county, which was 
Kolb’s native place and his home until a 
year or two ago when he moy-d tuo Mornt- 
gomery voted, Oates, 1,424; Kolb, 15. Beat 
three in this city, his present res‘derce, 
voted yesterday, Oates, 1,143; Kolp, 22. The 
total vote in Montgomery city yesterday 
was 2,389, of which Kolb received seveuty- 
six.

cept by claiming a majority of over 27,000 
from seven black belt counties, having a 
white voting population not exceeding 12,000. 
Charges Shameful Fraud. 


‘The frauds of this year are more notori- 
ous and shameful than those of 1892. For 
the purpose of deceiving the public they 
have, to some extent, been shifted. The re- 
turns as reported from Lowndes county in- 
dicate frauds exceeding anything ever e- 
fore known in the history ‘of this state or 
any other state, and the record in that 
county is a disgrace to our civilization. In 
Montgomery, Bullock and Barbour the 
frauds are hardly less aggravated. The 
opposition claim Madison county by a ma- 
jority of 1,443. There are hardly a dozen 
intelligent citizens in that county who do 
not know that our strength in Madison 
county this year is much more strongly de- 
veloped than in 1892, when we carried the 
county by about 400 majority. 

“The intensity of reeling prevailing this 
year is much greater than in 1892, and it is 
ridiculous to claim that there 
has been a change of near- 
ly 2,000 votes in Madison county in favor of 
ballot box stuffers and machine democracy. 
Furthermore, it is known, to the disgrace 
of the whole state, that some seven or 
eight negroes were appointed ag inspectors 
in Madison county, several of whom could 
neither read nor write. It is @ sérious fact 
that in the city of Montgomery, at 4:30 
o'clock this evening, only thirty minutes 
before the polls were closed, not exceeding 
1,340 white voters and seventy-four colored 
voters had cast their ballots by actual! 
count. Notwithstanding this fact, it is

@ majority of 2,400 for Colonel Oates, 

The Fixers Were for Oates. 


“In the county of Jefferson a large num- 
ber of votes were controlled against our 
tickets by fixers who are opposed to ws, 
Deputy sheriffs crowded the polling pluces 
and treated illiterate voters, particularly 
negroes, with indignity and. insisted upcn 
fixing their tickets. In many precincts we 
had no fixer, and In one important pre- 
cinct in the city of Birmingham we had 
only one fixer, while there were frvia eizht 
to ten deputy sherifis arcund the 
polling place ready, anxtfoug and solicitous 
in fixing the tickets of voters who decjared 
their desire to Vote our ticket. at Bessemer 
more than four hundred of our voters were 
deniegd an opportunity of casting their bal- 
lots on account of opposition leaders crow d- 
ing the polling. places, being mateiially 
aided by officers of the law ih bilocning 
the polling place to the disadvantaye of o.r 
voters. 

“In view of this condition of affal:s, in 
the absence of a, contest law, * cannot €s- 
cape the responsibility of presenting the 
issue, not only to the supprr-rs of our 
ticket, but to all intelligent, honorable and 
law-abiding citizens of this estate.

The Central News correspondent in 
Shanghai says that Colonel von Henneken 
has made another affidavit concerning the 
sinking of the Kow-Shung. This aftidavit' 
differs from the accounts already given 
only in a few details. Iii it Colonel van 
Henneken says that after thé demands 
of the Japanese officers and the replies of 
the English and Chinese had been made 
the cruiser Naniwa, which lay on the port 
side, launched two torpedoes and fixed six 
guns at the Kow-Shung. The transport 
was struck amidships and sank quickly. 
The Europeans jumped into the water be- 
fore the transport wag hit and the Chinese 
began to jump in as the transport settled 
down. The Naniwa lowered an armed boat, 
which kept up the fire on the Kow-Shung 
until she werit under. 

Cotonel von Henneken repeats that both 
the Kow-Shung and Naniwa fired on those 
swimming between them. 

A copy of a Japanese edict issued since the 
declaration of war has been received by 
the Central News correspondent in Shang- 
hai. This edict says that the local authori- 
ties will be held respvnsible for the lives 
and property of Chinese subjects remaining 
in their several districts. 

The Russian officials in Shanghai say 
at if Russian trade suffers too severely 
from the war Russia will intervene. Russia’s 
movements are watched very closely by 
Japan, owing to the reports of a Russo- 
Chinese entente.

THINKS JAPAN WILL WHIP. 


Captain Bridgeman Says Japan Is Bet- 
ter Equipped Than China. 
Tacoma, Wash., August 7.—Captain W. 
R. Bridgeman, who has commanded “the 
United States cruiser Baltimore: for the 
last two years, returned here on a two- 
months leave of absence, having left the 
cruiser at Chemulpo, Corea, July 12th. He 
regards the oriental war as an unequal 
contest, with the odds greatly favoring Ja- 
pan, which, he says, has a splendid navy 
and an army as well equipped as that of 
any European country. Japan, he thinks, 
is sure to win unless China is given time to 
make war preparations on a gigantic scale. 
In his opinion, the Japanese government has 
been endeavoring to force the war in order 
to detach attention from it to internal po- 

lftical dissensions. 
Captain Lang on the Chinese, 

London, August 7.—Captain Lang, a form- 
er director in the Chinese navy and super- 
visor of the building of many forts, said 
in an interview today: 

“The Chinese are well trained and excel- 
lent marksmen. China’s navy is about 
equal to Japan’s. The Japanese have more 
dash than the Chinese have; but all de- 
pends upon how the Chinese are led. If 
they have confidence in their leaders, they 
will, face anyth.ag without fear of death. 
If Admiral Ting led them they would 
prove themselves a splendid force. Some of 
the Chinese officers, particularly those 
trained in America, are bright examples of 
everything that they should be. The Chi- 
nese forts are well to the fore.” 

Captain Lang said that his opinions were 
based on the condition of thtngs in 1890, 
when he left-Ghina. He feared that dis- 
cipline had become lax since the European 
influence was withdrawn. 


BISMARCK ON ANARCHESTS. 


He Does Not BeHeve International Ac- 
tion Will Do Any Good. 


Berlin, August 7—In a conversation with 
a visitor to Varzin today, Prince Bismarck 
said that he expected little good from in- 
ternational action against anarchists.

Rayages of the Cholera. 

_ ‘St. Petersburg, August 7.—From July 13th 
to August 4th, 313 new cases of cholera 
and 204 deaths from the disease were re- 
ported here. In the city of Warsaw from 
July 224 to July 28th, 159 new cases of 
cholera and 83 deaths were reported. In 
the province of Warsaw during the same 
period, 334 new cases of cholera were re- 
ported and 213 deaths. : 

London, August 7.—The steamer Balmo- 
ral arrived at Gravesend this morning from 
St. Petersburg, and reported that one of 
her seamen died of cholera. 

A Standard dispatch from Vienna says 
that sixteen districts in Galicia are affect- 
ed with cholera, During the last two 
days there have been 126 new cases and 83 
deaths in these districts.

DASHED THROUGH THE PILE. 


How a Brave Engineer Thwarted the 
Plans of Train-Wreckers. 
Cleveland, O., August 7.—Lake Shore ex- 
press train No, 12, arriving from the west, 
puffed into the union gtation this. morning 
after having enjoyed a most thrilling expe- 
rience on the plains of Indiana. An at- 


‘tempt was made late last night to hold 


up the train at Kessler, Ind., upon the 
identical spot that the train was held yp 
last fall. The train was just approaching 
a split switch at Kessler when the engineer 
noticed that the switch was turned so 
as to run the train on the siding. A tig ob- 
struction of ties and lumber was piled upon 
the siding a few rods ahead of his engine. 
The obstruction did not appear to be im- 
passable and the engine2r put on all the 


| steam and dashed through the pile, passing 


safely on to the main tine through the 
split switch at a high rate of speed. 

As the train passed the obstruction the 
engineer noticed a group of masked men 
and as the engine cleared the tract: of al! 
obstacles the would-be highwaymen fired 
several shots into the train none of which, 
however, took effect. 

The United States express car was at- 
tached to the train.and had on bogrd a large 
amount of money. It is thought that this 
was known to the desperadoes who at- 
tempted to hold up the train. Their disap- 
pointment in not carrying out their plans of 
stopping the train was evinced in their fir- 
ing of shots when they saw that their 
plans had been foiled by the boldness cf 
the engineer in dashing through ihe Aeap 
of ties upon the track. 


RIOTING IN OMAHA. 


Strikers Attack the New Men—Several 
Badly Injured. 

Omaha, Neb., August 7.--Rioting has be- 
gun in earnest at South Omaha, as the re- 
sult of the packing houses rutting 1ew men 
to work. Two of the employes were caugnt 
outside the works by a crowd of strikers 
and seripusly injured. The crowd pounced 
on to the workmen, but a force cf stock- 
yard men who were mear, succeeded in driv- 
ing the strikers off. 

At this time a crowd of strikers came 
marching toward the scene, headed ty a 
man who carried a red flag mounted on a 
long pole. These men were persuaded to 
halt, however, by cooler heads before they 
reached the place where the rioting was §o- 
ing on.

‘The force of 
police “is inedequate to suppress the strik- 
ers and the sheriff has not the force to cuell 
ny of the disturbances. 

It is stated that the state militia will be 
brought into service in the morning.

WHY, BRUTUS! 
The Chattanooga Times Pulls 
Razor from Its Boot. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 7.—(Special.) 
In commenting on the president’s nomina- 
tion of Minister Porter to succeed the fed- 
eral circuit judge, D. M. Key, The Times, 
which has heretofore been a warm sup- 
porter of the administration, tomorrow, in 
an. editorial, attacks the appointment in 
strong language. It claims that Judge 
Key, who retires on account of age, had 
done so without notifying those whom 
he had _ voluntarily promised to inform, 
and states that Mr. Porter, though honora- 
ble and upright, has no qualifications as a 
jurist, not having practiced in twenty-five 
years, and never having had a supreme 
court case. It attacks the administration 
for not selecting an East Tennesseean, and 
a more capable man, and concludes: 

“The president violates his own rules 
in appointing a man from outside the va- 
cant territory, and it smacks of favoritism. 
The principle is vicious. The appointment 
will seriously weaken the administration 
in this quarter of tRe south, and it ought 
to have that efféct.’’ 


EVICTED TENANTS’ BILL 


Passes Its Third Reading in the House 
of Commons. 


London, August 7.—T. W. Russell, the 
liberal-unionist member for South Tyrone, 
has an article in today’s Pall Mall Ga- 
zette concerning the future of the evicted 
tenants’ bill. He urges the adoption of an 
amendment making the. reinstatement of 
the evicted tenants in question voluntary, 
instead of compulsory. This change in the 
bill, he thinks, would place the house of 
lords in a position to pass it. The liberal~ 
unionist leaders considered Mr. Russell’s 
proposal at a special meeting held this 
morning under the chairmanship of the 
duke of Devonshire. The meeting was 
without definite result. The efforts to bring 
about a compromise were vainly renewed 
prior to and during the debate on the dill 
in the house of commons this evening. The 
tory landlord mémbers deciared that no 
compromise would overcome their objec- 
tions to the bill. Eventually the bill passed. 
the third reading by a vote of 199 to 167.

Washington, August 7.—(Special.)—Today 
showed Speeker Crisp to be the absolute 
master of the democratic forces in the house 
as..well as the master of the present tariff 
situation in congress. As ou*lined in these 
dispatches last night he entered the caucus 
this afternoon, assumed absolute control 
of ft and put the entire democratic house 
behind the committee in its contention with 
the senate. 

Never was the »ower and the influence 
of the man more clearly dcmonstrated tkan 
today. He could have easily had had Liv- 
ingston’s resolution, which expressed entire 
confidence in the committee, adopted, had 
he wished it. But he refused to do this, as 
he did not wish to humiliate, by adverse ac- 
tion, che men who had called the caucus. 
im consequence of h‘s attitude, the caucus 
adjourned without a dissenting vote, resolv- 
ed ih spirit, if not in letter, to remain in 
session until next March, if it took that 
long to secure a bill which will be satis- 
factory to the house. The speaker laughing- 
ly said after adjournment that the caucus 
had been a great success. Those who called 
it thought it had done great good and those 
who opposed it thought it certainly had 
done "no harm. 

Fudge Maddox was the only Georgian 
who signed for tne caucus and he is delight- 
ed with the resun;y. He said he merely sign- 
ed it, not with the desire not to instruct the 
conferees, but to know what had been done 
and what was Hable to be the outcome. As 
he came out of the caucus he said: “All is 
love and peace. I am willing to stay until 
March, if necessary.” 

General Catchings said to me: “Crisp 
made the greatest speech of his life today. 
I never saw a body of men handled so com- 
pletely and with such tact and such good 
taste in my life.” 

In a New Light. 

Certainly the caucus this afternoon puts 
a new aspect on the tariff legislation. To. 
gether with the interview of Voorhees, 
there ia no telling what immediate effect 
the two will have. Senator Smith has come 
out for free sugar or anything that will 
)pass the bill. Senater Brice, in the Asso- 
cfated Press tonight, under the cognomen of. 
“A Conservative Senator,” come from the 
hunt, and Voorhees, with his isual agility, 
has flopped completely over. Gorman threat- 
ens to offer a free sugar bill if the question: 
is not decided im forty-eight hours, and, 
Murphy and Irby, with the Louisiana sena- 
tors, the latter frightened out of their wits, 
are yet to be heard from. , 

Harris, Vest and Jones will stand pat a 
while longer, but their hands will be called,. 
No one hears the shot when fired, but one 
by one they drop from the roost. There is 
no way to account for Voorhees’s sudden 
shift except that it is Voorhees, and while 
he has been sick flowers have been sent te 
him daily from the white house. 

Two days ago it was unanimity in the sen- 
ate anJ division in the house. Today it is 
unity in the house and strife in the senate. 
The senate naturally feels indignant with 
Voorhees. Senator Lindsay, who is strong 
for the senate bill, says Mr. Voorhees’s let- 
ter has made as much ill feeling as that of 
Mr. Cleveland. But the Kentuckian is angry. 
One must no? think the senate will yield 
at once, but every indication points to an 
early agreement which, after all, is the 
main point. The house will yield what is 
reasonable, but the senate cannot reject 
longer all offers of compromise. When dark- 
est the light comes and a settlement is 
close at hand. ' 

The bill introduced by Judge Maddox 
relative to the Indian treaties was called up 
and passed today. 

Senator Walsh sai‘d tonight that he had 
never had any doubt as to tariff legislation 
at this session and that he could only reit- 
erate what he had always stated with posi- 
tiveness that no one need fear that the bill 
would ever be defeated. Senator Walsh 
stands close to the men who have the bilj 
in- charge, and is as familiar with the measq 
ure as any man in the senate. 

Alabamians Are Happy. 

There is joy in the Alabama delegation 
today. Representative Bankhead said to- 
night: “‘My private advices are that the 
democratic ticket won by a majority of 
over 25,000. I feel confident that the fall 
elections will give us as great if not «¢ 
greater raajority. I believe the election yes- 
terday is the death of populism in the south. 
The election of yesterday also shows that 
Alabama intends to live by law and order 
and when this issue in politics arises the 
best citizens poll their full vote.” 
Colonel Livingston Will Be in Ht. 
A. 8S. Clay, chairman of the democratic 
executive committee, has written to Repre- 
sentative Livingston for the next forty or 
fifty days of his time for campaign pur- 
poses. As soon as the tariff is settled Colo- 
nel Livingston will begin vreparations te 
stump the state for the ticket.

~ Were + Expected, 
MR. LIVINGSTON HAD A RESOLUTION 


It Was a Little One and tothe Point, but 
the Speaker Captured the Meeting 
and Nothing. Was Done. 


Washington, August 7.—The house demo- 
‘cratic caucus today lasted am hour and a 
half and adjourned after deciding that the 
house conferees on the tariff bill should 
not be embarrassed by instructions of any 
character from their democratic associates. 

This action of the caucus was disappoint. 
ing to its promoters, who had hoped for 
a different result, whereby a speedy set- 
tlement of the matters in dispute between 
the two houses might be reached. 

Another isappaintment awaited those 
present, in that Mr. Wilson, the chairman 
of the ways and meang-«committee, failed 
to inform the caucus’ what progress the 


conferees had made} what propositions had | 


been advanced and rejected by the repre- 
sentatives of the two houses, and when, in 
his opinion, a report could be made. 

Nor did Speaker Crisp, who spoke at 
Jength, throw any light upon the situation. 
For the most that he said was that an 
agreement might be reached at an early 
day, while he dampened the spirits of those* 
who are pressing for an early adjournment 
by saying that congress might remain in 
session ninety days, but that a tariff bill 
satisfactory to the country would be passed 
before it adjourned. 

A feature of the proceedings was the 
statement made by Mr. Boatner, of Louisi- 
ana, on the authority of Senator Mills, of 
Texas, that the house must recede from its 
objections to the senate amendments and 
mgree to them if the passage of a tariff 
bill is to be expected. 

The characterization of this declaration 
by Mr. Cooper, of Indiana, as. a “bluff” 
seemed likely, for a moment, to result in 
an acrimonious debate. It did not, however, 
so result and the entire proceedings were 
characterized by a spirit of harmony and 
good feeling. 

Before the serious work of the caucus be- 
fan a telegram was read from the clerk’s 
Hesk announcing that Colonel Oatés had car- 
ried Alabama by a majority of 26,000.. This 
Was greeted with loud applause and put 
everybody in a good humor. 

Mr. Holman, the chairman of the caucus 
committee, presided. The roll call disclosed 
the presence of 168 members, an unusually 
large number. 

Mr. Bynum’s Resolutions. 

Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, who was the 

moving spirit in securing the caucus, 


promptly offered the following: 
‘“‘Whereas, House bill 4864, for the reduc- 


tion of the taxation and to provide for the 
government, passed the house on the first 
day of February, and the senate on the 3d 
day of July, and was sent to conference 
on the 7th day of July last; and, 
“Whereas, The commercial interests of 
the country have been held in suspense 
awaiting a final settlement of the question; 
and, : 


“Whereas, The people of the whole ‘€oun- - 


try have, through the public press and by 
petitions and memorials to both houses ‘ot 
congress, demanded a speedy decision that 
the industries may, as soon as possible, be 
adjusted to the proposed changes; and, 
“Whereas, Conferees appointed by the two 
houses to hold a full and free conference 
over the disagreeing votes Jf the two houses 
have had the matters in dispute under con- 
eration for one month and have failed ‘to 
come to any agreement whatever; and, 
“Whereas, The house of representatives, 


which, under the constitution of the United ° 


States, is clothed with the exclusive power 
to originate bills raising revenue, and is, 
therefore, clothed with the right to pass 
upon all amendments proposed by the sen- 
ate freely and without restraint; and, 

‘“‘Whereas, The members of the house of 
representatives have not availed themselves 
of an opportunity to consider said senate 
@mendments or any of them, which right, 
under parliamentary law is superior to all 
others; and, , 

“Whereas, It is currently believed that 
@aid conferees are unable to agree; there- 
fore, be it ‘ 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
caucus that the democratic conferees of 
the house and of the senate should meet 
in a spirit of liberality to the end that the 
two houses, by mutual concession, may 
agree upon a measure which will meets the 
approval of each. 

“Resolved further, That this caucus stands 
adjourned until 3 o’clock Friday, the 10th 
instant, at which time, in case no agree- 
ment has been reached, it shall reconvene 
to take such further action in the premises 
as it may deem necessary and appropriate; 
and the chairman of the house caucus is 
hereby authorized and directed to invite 
the democratic senators to meet with the 
democrats of ‘the house at that time in 
joint caucus.” 

Colonel Livingston’s Substitute. 


Mr. Livingston offered the following as a 
®substitute for Mr. Bynum’s resolution: 

“Resolved, That we have unlimited confi- 
dence fn the house conferees and request 
them to present a tariff bill that will meet 
th. pledges and principles of the campaign 
and platform of 1892.’ 

In the discussion on these resolutions 
Chairman Wilson, of the ways and means 
committee, said he was glad of an oppor- 
tunity to meet the democrats in council, 
but would not have selected this time for 
the purpose; he did not consider it fortunate 
just at the time when the situation was 
most critical—last week and this week—that

Mr. C. R. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, a 
member of the committee on ways and 
means, who has been present at nearly ali 
ofthe meetings of the democratic conferees, 
aseured the caucus that the house confences 
had not set up any ultimatum on any one 
schedule as had been reported, but that they 
were at work with their senatorial asso- 
| Clates in the effort to secure an agreement 
all along tbe line. 

Then Mr. Bynum and Mr. Livingston sug- 
gested several changes in their resolutions, 
but before anything definite was accom- 
plished by the cayous, Speaker Crisp was 
récognized and took the floor. 

Crisp Puts His Foot on It. 


The speaker said that he was glad that 
the caucus had been called. It gave the 
democrats an opportunity of meeting and 
expressing their sentiments. He always at- 
tended democratic caucuses, he said, and 
was willing to be bound by their decisions. 
Iie thought it inadvisable to adjourn «he 
caucus to another fixed day; a caucus could 
always be called whenever # was nec2ssa- 
ry. If a reassembling of the caucus was 
fixed for Friday next, it would be equiva- 
lent to saying to the conferees: “If you 
don’t agree by that time we shall instruct 
you what todo.” Are we going to instruct 
them to agree to the senate amendments? 
If so we might as well do it now. 

Mr. Crisp said he was confident that the 
house would stay here thirtv, sixty, or even 
ninety days, rather than go home with- 
out securing the passage of a satisfactory 
and acceptable tariff bill. The effect of the 
Bynum resolution, if passed, would be to 
| take the hous: from behind its conferees 
and impress the senate conferees with the 
fect that all they had to do would be to 
wait a week and the house conferees would 
come to fhem. The house conferees, he said, 
were entitled to the same support the sen- 
ate had so far given its conferees. The con- 
ferees were waiting to secure an agreement 
and no other action was necessary. Let 
them aloné¢. There are thirty-eight men in 
the sénate who favor the house bill. We all 
want to go home, but while we are waiting 
for the right kind of a bill we can best 
serve Our country by staying here. He went 
on to say that coal, iron ore and sugar were 
not the only important items in ‘the Dill. 
The senate had increased the ratts on near- 
ly all of' the schedules and many conceés- 
sions would be secured on these if the con- 
ferees were permitted to continue their 
work. He hoped for the reasons stated 
that no resolution would be passed, inas- 
much as Mr. Wilson was still hopeful of an 
agreement. He himself was inclined to the 
belief that the agreement would be made in- 
pide of two weeks, and that too, upon a ne- 
port that would pass both houses. 

A moment later a voice was heard: 
“What's the use of doing anything?’ 

Speaker Crisp—Well, if it’s .agreeable on 
all sides I am ready to move that the tau- 
ens dO now adjeurn.”’ 

Thereupon Messrs. Bynum and Livingston 
withdrew their resolutions and v.he carcus 
adojurned sine die.

INDIAN 


The House Recedes from Its Disagree- 
ment and the Bill Passes. 
Washington, August 7.—The Cooper bill, 
subjecting greenbacks and national bank 
notes to state taxation, with the amend- 
| ments made by the senate, was laid before 
the house, and, on motion of Mr. Cooper, 

they were concurred in. 

The senate concurrent resolution asking 
the secretary of the interior to suspend 
the opening to settlement of the Amadinda 
reservation in Florida, amounting to about 
20,000 acres, until after congress shall have 
taken some action in the matter, was 
taken up. Mr. Cooper, of Florida, stated 
that the land had been settled since long 
before he was born, but that recently the 
titles of the settlers had been placed in 
jeopardy. The object of the resolution was 
to suspend the opening of the reservation 
to settlement for the present. It was 
agreed to. 

The conference report on the Indian ap- 
propriation bill came up as the regular 
order on the demand of Mr. Kilgore, the 
pending question being the motion of Mr. 
Alien, democrat of Mississippi, that the 
house recede from its disagreement to the 
senate amendment relating to the ratifica- 
tion of the treaties with the Siletz, Yank- 
ton-Sioux and Nez Perces Indians.

AMERICANS IN CUBAN PRISONS. 


A Resolution of the Senate to Obtain 
a Trial for Them. 

Washington, August 7.—A substitute for 
the house bill to prevent interference in 
the collection of state, county and munici- 
pal taxes assessed against corporate prop- 
erty was reported from the judiciary com- 
mittee and agreed to, and the bill passed. 
It provides that whenever there shall be 
due ‘any /state, county or municipality 
taxes that constitute a lien on property in 
the hands of a receiver appointed by a 
United States court, it shall be the duty of 
the court to make orders that such taxes 
shall be promptly paid, and that no dis- 
position of the property shall be made 
until they are paid, except it be for the 
purpose of raising money to pay them. 

The house bankruptcy Dill, with amend- 
ments, was reported from the judiciary 
committee and ordered printed, together 
with other amendments submitted by Mr. 
Hoar, on behalf of himself and other mi- 
nority members of the committee. 

Mr. Gray, from the committee on foreign 
relations, reported a resolution requesting 
the president of the United States to in- 
stitute negotiations for the release of citi- 
zens of the United States now held in the 
island of Cuba on charges of complicity 
with, or aid to rebellions, in the island 
of Cuba, in all cases where such persons 
are held without trial on suspicion merely, 
and for a speedy trial where there is evi- 
dence against them. It also requests the

The Order for a Reduction of Wages 
in Fall River Mills. 


Fall River, Mass., August 7.—The rea- 
eons for the reduction of the wages of the 
operatives voted by the cotton manufac- | 
turers’ association yesterday, which af- 
fects 26,000 mill hands, are the falling off 
of the market price for prints to 2% cents, 
1 per cent off, and the poor demand for 
goods even at that figure. A reduction will 
also take place in the fine goods depart- 
ments. Payment for the latter class of 
goods is reckoned a little better than the 
print cloth standard. 

The cut came in the nature of a sur- 
prise, although it was known at the meet- 
ing last week, at which the scheme was 
adopted that will virtually nullify the ef- 
fects of the weavers’ particulars bill, the 
matter of cutting down wages was. talked 
over. Still it was also known that the mill 
men have been discussing the advisability 
of reducing wages since last February. It 
was not discovered until yesterday that 
the manufacturers were to meet, and not 
until two hours before the session was 
called did there appear any likelihood of 
the association taking the action voted. It 
is stated that there was very little or no 
discussion and no proposition to curtail 
production, instead of cutting the payrolls. 

As to the weavers’ particular pill, the 
management of the Lowe mills have not de- 
cided upon any concerted action. When the 
Tremont and Suffolk corporation starts up 
the law will be observed. The practice in 
these mills has been substantially what the 
law calis for, it being the belief of the 
agent that the weavers should know he de- 
tails of the work they verform. The Tre- 
mont and Suffolk has for years had iess 
trouble with help and made more moaey 
than any other Lowell mill. 
ton corporation the weavers will be paid by 
the pound. The Booth mills will pay by the 
yard, and the other corporationg have not 
finally decided upon the system.

The Regulars Have Things Their Own 
Way in Charleston. 


Charleston, §. C., August 6.—(Special.)— 
The county democratic convention, which 
met here today, developed the fact that the 
’ two wings of the city democracy which 
developed, in 1892, a very wide breach in 
the party and led to the election of Mayor 
Ficken, a reformer, had been pretty well 
healed. The business of the convention 
was merely perfunctory and was discharged 
without much friction. There were about 
150 delegates, with the regulars very largely 
In the majority. J. Ancrum Simons, a 
reguiar, was unanimously elected presi- 
dent; J. M. Eason, a reformer, vice presi- 
dent, and William Fitch, a regular, secre- 
tary. The members of the executive com- 
mittee were elected by the ward clubs and 
confirmed by the convention. The commit- 
tee consists of twenty-four city members— 
twelve regulars and twelve reformers, and 
four county members, most of whom vote 
with the regulars. In the ranks of the 
reform delegates were probably a dozen 
Tillmanites, and these caused the sensation 
of the meeting. After the business was 
transacted t following resolution was 
offered: 

“Resolved, That we denounce the wun- 
called for tirade of abuse and misrepre- 
sentation levelled at Grover Cleveland, the 
president of the United States, by the men 
now in control of the state democratic or- 
ganization. 

‘Resolved, That the democracy of Charles- 
ton pledge their undivided support to the 
national democratic party and its match- 
less leader.” 

This produced a kick from the handfull 
of Tillmanites in the hall. A. Kauffman, 
a@ reformer, but anti-Tillmanite, offered the 
following resolution: 

“Resolved, That the democracy of Charles-

The Macon Telegraph, in replying to 
some remarks of The Constitution about 
the meaning of the state platform says 
that the phrase “parity of prices and 
prosperity” is. nonsense. This hardly 
puts the case strong enough. It is worse 
than nonsénse to a person who, like the 
editor of The Telegraph, believes that 
gold possesses intrinsic value apart 
from the value imparted to it by the 
law which creates the demand for it as 
money. The sense of the phrase 
couldn’t be beat into his head with a 
pile driver. To his mind, money is not 
the creature of the law but some awful 
fetish that controls everything and is 
to be worshiped accordingly. 

And yet, one of the chief functions of 
& money standard is to maintain a just 
level of prices and values. Otherwise 
the thing called money, which the peo- 
ple have created for their own con- 


. Ventence, becomes an engine of oppres- 


sion and ruin. 

Referring to the premium on gold, 
which existed in the country from 
1865 to 1878 and which had existed in*® 
the ‘northern states for some years pre- 
vious to 1865, The Telegraph says the 
people were “in a bad fix—especially in 
the south.” The qualification “especially 
in the south,” is very apt, but it will not 
fit The Telegraph’s argument at all. It 
is certain that the people of the coun- 
try outside of the south were not in a 
bad fix. On the contrary, all classes at 
the north were exceedingly prosperous. 
For the middle, west and. northwest. 
the period covered by the gold premium 
was a period of wonderful development 
in every conceivable direction. 

The people of the south. were “in a 
bad fix,” ‘but not because of the pre- 
mium on gold. They were in a bad 
fix because they came out of the war 
penniless. They had been stripped of a 
large part of their possessions, and 
they had been made the victims of the 
reconstruction laws. But in spite of 
these things, they got good prices for 
their produce and profitable returns for 
their labor. The fluctuating premium 
on gold in Wall street had little or no: 
affect on prices—in other words, the 
fluctuations were speculative and mo- 
mentary, but prices were higher on ac- 
count of the premium—and high prices 
maintained for any length of time are 
the greatest and surest stimulant that 
enterprise can have. . 

The Telegraph calls The Constitution’s 
attention “to the fact that during the 
period of fluctuating money, the wealth 
of Georgia did not increase as shown 
by the tax returns. On the contrary, it 
decreased.” Precisely so. In the first 
place silver had been demonetized in 
1873, and when specie payments were 
resumed in 1878, values and prices had 
to be lowered to meet the increased 
value of gold. Naturally this decrease 
would show in the tax returns, for there 
was not a. farm in the state, nor 
& foot of land that was not made less 
valuable by the fact that gold alone was 
the standard money when specie pay- 
ments were resumed. 

“The period of prosperity in this 
state,” says The Telegraph, “the gen- 
eral growth from the waste of war, did 
not begin until after 1878, when the 
parity of all kinds of money—gold, sil- 
ver, greenbacks and national bank notes 
-—had been firmly established.” In 
other words, ‘the prosperity of the peo- 
ple did not receive a real impetus until 
after the Bland-Allison act of 1878 be- 
gan to add twenty-four millions of dol- 
lars a year to our stock of standard 
money. 

But it should be remembered that, 
meanwhile, the people had passed 
through the throes that led to resump- 
tion, and it was a long and a hard 
pull from 1878 to the fruition of 1892, 


when the panic set in motion by the 


gold trust reclaimed from the people all 


_ the prosperity they had won and more.

The Corn Crop. 

The most interesting feature of the 
‘markets at this moment is the sudden 
rise in the priee of corn. It has been 
going up for several days, and yester- 
day it made a jump of 6 cents. This 
upward tendency made itself manifest 
on the receipt of reports some days ago 
in regard to the damage that had been 
wrought in some of the northwestern 
corn areas by the long continued drought 
accompanied by hot winds. 
But these reports, which cover only 
a limited area when compared with the 
corn-producing acreage of the country, 
are not of sufficient importance to ac- 
count for the sudden sharp advance in 
corn that has taken place in the Chicago 
market. The truth seems to be that the 


at.the opportunity to take hold of it. 

Corn is the only American farm 
product of any importance that is not 
affected by foreign competition. It is 
grown in this country and the great 
bulk ofé¢the crop is consumed here. The 
prices of both cotton and wheat are 
affected by the fact that the countries 
that compete with the United Sates in 
producing them are silver-using coun- 
tries. In these countries. what we call 
the fall in silver takes the shape of a 
premium on gold; in other words, they 
sell their wheat and cotton for gold 
prices in Europe and have a big profit 
to put to their credit in their own sil- 
ver currency. 

But this competition has no effect on 
corn. Consequently, the speculative 
element feels that it can take hold of 
this grain without having~ its feet 
knocked from under it by quotations 
in Liverpool. The price of-corn is made 
at the Chicago board, and European 
quotations have to conform accordingly. 

It is a fortunate thing for the farmers 
of the south that they will not have to 
buy any corn from the west this sea- 
son. Georgia and Tennessee will have 
corn to sell, and we presume that the 
same conditions exist. in the states to 
the west of them. The farmers of this 
state are now assured of the most abun- 
dant corn crop they have had since the 
war, ‘The seasons have been all that 
could be asked. There was a_ period 
of drought in June, but since that time 
copious showers have fallen in all parts 
of the state. 7 a} 

As Bill Arp said ‘Tast Sunday; the 
only thing that worrles our farmers is 
the fact that they will have no nubbins 
‘to feed to their hogs. All the ears are 
good ears and there are from two to 
five to a stalk. It gives us pleasure to 
say, therefore, that if the west needs 
any corn to winter its stock, it can 
probably buy a few hundred thousand 
bushels in the south—especially in 
Georgia.

The newspaper having reached 
a permanent dividend-paying point, the 
business manager steps in ahead of 
the managing editor, and joins a cen- 
tral news agency, through which a few 
dollars in salaries may be saved, at the 
expense of the individuality of the pa- 
per and with a loss of the snap which

If Simon Cameron was powerful in 
life, he was more powerful in death. 
Feeling that his days were about num- 
bered, his last triumph was in procur- 
ing from the. legislature the elec- 
tee --of his. won Don ©. tne 
United States senate. The combina- 
tion thus transferred has re-elected Don 
from term to term, and it now looks as 
if he will only turn it loose when he 
has a son to whom he can transfer it 
in turn. : 

The strange point about this hold 
upon public office, from father to son, 
covering over forty years, is that it is 
the result of pure business methods. 
That a state, possessing over five mil- 
lion inhabitants, the seat of such a city 
as Philadelphia, representing so much 
of ambition, should be handled as easy 
as a militia district in the far corner of 
Rabun county, is a curious story. 

Now Don wants to be president. Per- 
sonally he is one of the cleverest men 
of his party, and if the presidency must 
go to a republican—why not to Don?

Grain Trade and Crops. 
From The New York Indicator. 

The Cincinnati Price Current says: “‘The 
effects of drought conditions on the crop 
have been intensified the past week. While 
showers have given some relief in many 
localities there has continued a lack of 
general and ample rainfall, It is difficult 
to formulate satisfactory conclusions as to 
. possibilities of the crop. It is unquestion- 
able that irreparable damage has occurred 
to considerable extent in Ohio, Indiana, 
illinois, ete., representing the central states, 
and to a large extent in Iowa, Nebraska 
and other states west of the Mississippi 
river. Taking a careful survey of the evi- 
dent situation of the various prominent 
corn growing states, and the general out- 
look in other portions of the country, the 
conclusion appears to be justifiable that 
the corn crop still has a chance for ex- 
ceeding the quantity produced last year, 
which would imply a close approach to the 
usual annual consumption. 

“The alarm in the west concerning corn 
has stimulated speculative interest in this 
grain, not only in the prominent markets, 
but also in the interior, and supplies are 
being held tenaciously, and curiously at 
prices even higher than wheat in many 
piaces. Under such conditions the forces 
are being set to work.to make a short crop 
of corn meet all requirements, under the 
helping service of low-priced wheat and rye, 
and the enlarging absorption of these 
grains in the feeding of animals. Not. only 
this, but the fright which has overtaken the 
feeders of stock will to a considerable ex- 
tent diminish the uses of grain for such pur- 

8. A serious feature in the case is the 
ying up of pastures, but if ample rains 
shoyld be had in the near future there 
woul soon be a restoration in this direc- 

tion. , 

‘In regard to wheat, the current advices 
are in line with the previous reports in 
general tenor, reflecting « large yield of 
winter ‘grain and a fair outturn of spring 
wheat, with an early harvest for the latter. 
The marketing of wheat-since July~ ist has 
mearly equaled the corresponding time last 
year, but has been decidedly reduced in 
comparison with 1892 and 1891, as also 1887 
and 1886. There is an increasing inelination 
to hold wheat for, better prices, in view of 
its low position in comparison with corn,

Nine years ago, on August Ist, the New 
York banks reported the largest surplus re- 
serve ever held by them before that time or 
since until November .25th- last. On Au- 
gust 8, 1885, the surplus reserve showed a 
decrease for the previous week of $3,085,625. 
This year the first week of August shows a 
decrease in -the surplus reserve of §8,850, 02, 
or nearly the same as in 1885. 

Between August Ist and Decemier @ 
188, .the. stock market advanced an aver- 
age of 10% per cent, while the bank surplus 
was reduced $40,000,000. This year the aver- 
age-of prices on August Ist was 53%, and 
in 1885 on the same date it was 515%, so the 
market starts this year from about the 
same level it did in August, 1885. It y 
be that the rise will be fully as great: tis 
year as it was in 1885. 

pies ee, ee reports note the fact that 
the circulation is declining as. gold  ex- 
ported. Just so. The Daily Indicator, when 
the repeal of the silver act of 1890 was pro- 
posed, called attention to the fact that the 
volume of circulation must depend upon 
the movement of gold between this and 
other countries. 

No new silver money is being created to 
speak of, legal tender notes—the old green- 
backs—are limited to the one fixed amount 
46,000,000—and national bank circulation 
does not increase in any ‘appreciable 
amount. Gold is the only resource and if we 
ship more than we dig out of the ground 
,;the supply declines. 


It is the opinion of The Cincinnati Price 
Current, a very good authority on the sub- 
ject, that “the corn crop still has a chance 
for exceeding the quantity produced last 
year,” a conclusion in which we. share. 
Such a crop will be sufficient for our wants. 

It is so easy to take a pessimistic view of 
things in such times as these that it is well 
to be siow in making up opinions based on 
bad news. The fact should not be overlook- 
ed that before the hot spell the prospects 
were that the yield of corn this year would 
be the largest ever known.

HAD HIM ARRESTED. 


Mr. Hamilton Yancey Arrested Be- 
cause of a Misunderstanding. 


Yesterday afternoon Colonel Hamilton 
Yancey, the prominent insurance man of 
Rome, Ga.,- was arrested in the lobby of the 
Kimball house by Constables John Rasbury 
and G. W. Patterson on a warrant charg- 
ing him with kidnaping.

Colonel Yancey, who is one of the most 
prominent citizens of the Hill City, on the 
other hand, says that the boy is itgaily his, 
as he was indentuned to him by his mother 
about three years ago, in the court of the 
ordinary of Floyd county, for a term of five 
years.

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The Republican County Convention Will 


Moot Here August (6th, 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MET YESTERDAY 


Gossip About the Republican Candidates 
for County Offices—A Fusion with 
the Populists Is Being Talked Of. 


The executive committee of the repub- 
licans of Fulton county was called to or- 
der yesterday morning by Jackson McHenry 
at 10 o’clock, in Mystic hall. 

The announced purpose of the meeting 
was the selection of a time for the holding 
of the county convention, and the date 
pamed was August l5th. 

Contrary to expectation, there was no 
particularly liveliness In the megting, and 
the committee adjourned after a session 
lasting less than an hour. Several mat- 
ters that were to have met the committee’s 
consideration failed to find a _ hearing. 
Among the prominent republicans present 
were Smith Easly, E. A. Angier, Ananigs 
Brown, A. A. Blake, L. W. Wimbish, Bry- 
ant and Johnson, of East Point, and L. F. 
Price, secretary of the meeting. There was 
@nly one white republican present. 

It is not generally known, but a full- 
fledged county ticket, with the exception of 
county clerk and ordinary, may be sprung 
when the county convention meets. A 
slate is in preparation and already the 
names of some who are to be nominated 
by the republicans are floating around as 
bits of choice political gossip. This did not 
come before the executive committee yes- 
terday, however. 

Another question that failed to be agi- 
tated was that of ‘‘to fuse or not to fuse’”’ 
with the populists.

If Colonel Buck 
were in the field of republican politics with 
the same prestige that his better health 
and marshal’s office gave him two years 
ago, a fusion might be prevented; but, as 
it is, it looks like a square out deal with 
the third party people. 

There was an open fusion between these 
two parties two years ago, and to the re- 
publicans Colonel W. L. Peek bitterly 
charged his defeat. This was too much for 
Colonel Buck and his aides and a veritable 
Kilkenny cat fight ensued. These warring 
elements, however, are now restored to 
peace and the old-time harmony will proba- 
bly be restored. It comes straight from 
one who is in a position to Know, that 
the populists of Fulton county have prom- 
ised to give their support to the officers 
put out for Fulton by the republicans, pro- 
vided the republicans in their turn will 
support Judge Hines for governor. But 
there will be a fight against this fusion, 
as Smith Easly indicated by his views 
last night.

The name of 
Mr. Angier was, for some time, mentioned 
in connection with a race for the legisla- 
ture, but it is understood that he will be 
put on the ticket to oppose Sheriff Barnes. 
The deputies of Mr. Angier will probably be 
selected by himself if he consents to make 
the race. 

For tax receiver George S. Thomas and 
W. A. Pledger have had their names 
brought forward. Pledger has many warm 
supporters among the republicans and 
would be a drawing card for the negro vote. 
For tax collector the names of Mr. J. Gay 
and C. C. Wimbish have been mentioned.
